Subject:    procedure  to  be  Followed. in  the  Grading,  Weighing  and  Preparation  of  ■ 
Grading  Certificates  for  Butter  Purchased  by;nPIIA.  under  Announcement 
-3-  Butter  , 

The  Food  Distribution  r^dministrat ion  has  authorized  the  Dairy  Products  Marketing 
Association  to  purchase  creamer;'"  butter  needed  for  Lend-Lease,   including  all 
butter  required  to  be  set  aside  under  Food  Distribution  Administration  Order 
No,  2  that  is  not  sold  to  other  designated  agencies.    A  copy  of  Announcement 
DPMA  -3-  Butter  has  been  sent,  directly'-  to  grading  personnel  by  DPMA.  - 

Q,ueLntity_£    Offers  are  preferred  in  maximur.i  carlots  of  45,000  pounds.     On  deliv- 
ery, variations  in  delivered  quantity  of  any  grade  from  the  offered  quantity  of 
each    grade  will  be  permitted  to  the  extent  of  not  more  than  5^  of  the  total 
quantity  of  all  grades,  provided  that  the  total  quantity  of  all  grades  delivered 
shall  not  vary  more  than  1^  on  the  total  quantity  offered  and,  provided  further,, 
that  no  carlot  delivery  shall  be  less  than  a  minimum  carlot.  . 

Q,u_alit3'":  All  butter  delivered  to  DHIA  must  be,  salted  butter  and  meet  the  require 
ments  for  the  grade  or  grades  as  offered,  which  shall  be  U.  S.  grades  and  not  be- 
lov/  the  requirements  for  U.  S.  Grade  G  or  U.  S.  89  score, 

_In_s_pe_ctionj_    The  grades  and  weights  of  the  butter  shall  be  evidenced  by  certifi- 
cates issued  by  the  Food  Distribution  Administration,  U.  S.  Department  of  x^gricul 
ture,  and  all  inspection  fees  and  charges  shall  be  paid  by  the  vendor,  who  will' 
be  reimbursed  by  DPMA  i'o,-  -cno  lu.iuuuo  of  insj^ection  charges,  including  traveling' 
and  per  diem  expenses,  not  to  exceed  $30,00  per  45,000  pound  carlot,  applicable 
to  butter  delivered.     Certificates  dated  not  more  than  14  days  in  advance  of  the 
date  of  the  offering  will  be  acceptable  provided  the  butter  is  kept  under  proper 
storage  conditions  to  assure  maintenance  of  quality.    Sellers  shall  furnish 
FDA  inspectors  with  a  manifest  shov/ing  churn  nurabers  and  nuraber  of  packages  of 
each  churning  of  butter  contained  in  the  lot.    When  a  lot  of  butter  to  be  graded 
is  in  print  form,  the  original  churn  nui.ibers  from  the  bulk  packages  should  be 
carried  for^^ard  on  the  packages  containing  the  print  butter. 

Pa£kagj^n£  _and_  Ma£kJ.njg:    Particular  attention  should  be  given  to  the  marking  of 
the  containers  to  see  that  they  conform  to  the  contract  requirements.    Each  con- 
tainer shall  be  clearly  stenciled  or  stamped,   (pencil  markings  should  not  be 
used),  on  one  side  with  the  name  of  the  product,  marked  v;oight,  churn  number, 
vendor's  name  and  address,  lot,  and  contract  number.    Containers  containing 
print  butter  should  be  marked  "1  lb,  prints",  net  v/eight  should  be  shown  instead 
of  marked  weight.    The  typo  of  containers  used  should  bo  indicated  on  the  cer- 
tificate and  the  condition  of  the  containers  should  also  bo  shown  under  "Remarks" 
Note  carefully  DPilA  container  specifications  Form  -G  1, 


Stamping_C£n_ta_ine_r£  wijthJJS^  Each  carlot  shall  bo  assigned  a  USDA 
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lot  nuiiiber.    V/here  butter  is  heia  in  a -plant  or  private  warehouse,  each  container 
shall  be  star-iped  with  a  USD^  lot  nunber,    Uhere  butter  is  stored  in  a  public 
w'arehousfe,   it  i;/ill  only  be  necessarj/'  to  starip  saraples  v/ith  USD^  lot  nur.iber,  as 
v/arehouse  lot  can  be  used  for  identification.     Containers  nay  be  star.iped  ivith 
grade  or  graded  for  quality  stanp  where  lot  nunber  starap  is  not  available. 

l^e_st  i//ei^ht_s_^    Test  weights  should  be  uade  in  accordtince  Jith  the  v/eighing  proce- 
dure outlined  in  Butter  Grader  *  s,  Uer.io  rand  un- ITo,  1,  dated  Iloveriber  3,  1942,  which 
is,  briefly,  as  follows:    Test  vreights  should  be  recorded  and  sho«m  on  the  cer- 
tificate in  full  pound,  3/4,  l/2,  or  1/4  pounds,  exclusive  Of  the  ii/eight  of  con- 
tainers, circles  and  liners.    If  the  test  weight  exceeds  tho  narked  net  'height 
for  any  given  ■  churning,  the  test  iijoight  for  that  churning  should  be  narked  "O.K." 
If  tho.tost  v/oight  for  any  giTon  churning  is  less  than  the  narked  net  v/oight, 
nultiply  the  shortage  of  the  package  v/oighed  by  the  nunber  of  packages  in  the 
churning  to  ascertain  the  total  shortage  for  that  particul?;r  churning.    To  compute 
the  net  contract  v;oight  of  the  entire  carlot  of  butter,  subtract  th;^  tot::l  .:nount 
of  shortages'  for'  all  the  churnings  fron  tho  totfil  narked  net  weight  for  all  churn- 
ings.     In  making  weight  tests  on  print  butter,  i^/eigh  approxinctely  60  lbs.  .md 
follow  procedure  outlined  above, 

_Cert if_ic_at_esj_    Certificates  covering  curlots  of  different  grades  should  sepor^.tcly 
indicate  the  churnings  of  f^ach  grade  ond  list  nuraber  of  containers  for  c.:Ch  churn- 
ing.    One  copy  of  the  certificate  should  be  nidled  directly  to  the  DPLIil  office, 
110  North  Franklin  Street,  Chicago,  Illinois.    Certification  of  rc inbursonent  to 
vendor  shall  be  shown  on  certificate  under  "Remarks"  in  the  follo-jing  forn:  "The 
anount  for  "which- the  vendor  be  reinbursed  by  DPI  In.  for  inspection  fees  and 

charges  on  this  certificate  is  ^  , 
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
